tick Cenſurs, as might juſtly lay cither upon themſelves, ar thoſe 
Families from whence they were Ancicntly derived,in reality the 
leaſt diſhonour, 

This cannot in any one be more perſonally,nor, preſentiaJly/in- 
ſtanced then in our Chancefour of Oxford, the Eave of Penpinoots 
Againſt whom, ſome virulent- traducing Pens, to diſgorge their 
exaberance of Wit or Swrquedry rather, have uſed ſuch abuſive 
liberty ; as their vindication of thoſe expaul/ed Members of Cal- 
ledges within that Vniver/ity,; cannot do leſſe then bring along 
with it an errowr, of judgement. in all thaſe who made. choice of 
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Him, for their Chencelour, whom his Speeches, Aﬀtions, or 
palpable Ignorance, as is pretended; have rendred ſo'odious, 
or incapable of fuck Academiek Honour. Why was not this 
foreſeene, and timely prevented, before He came to be eleRted ? 
Did He walk more in the {loxds then now 2 or did He diſcover 
morehopes of proreRing, or improving the/Priviledges of that 
famous Seminary then now appeares ? No; it was neither his 
negle& of Theſe ; nor his diE-regard of Thoſe, whom in point of 
Honour He was to protet : No ; nor his pretewded ignorance, 
but ready complyance with thoſe late-domineering Yifitants, that 
begor Him diſtaſte, Admir all chis; reſolve me candidly what 
might probably be done in this Caſe to ſalve his honour : and re- 
reine the affeRion of thoſe Howſes, who by Ordinaxce of Parlia- 
went were to become ſubjeR ro the Sentence and Cenſure of 
thoſe V4/ſitants ? Should He have oppoſed the proceedings of 
theſe Viſitants ? No; for ſo ſhould He have oppoſed the es 
Houſes of Parliament : and for his Op;ofition purchaſed to him- 
ſclfe a Depoſition. 

But He ſhould have allayed the fury and violence in their 
forme of Proceeding ! No doubt he did ; uſing by way of per- 
ſwaſion the bcſt meanes He could to attemper. and ſweeten the 
tartneſſe of their Cenſure : thar Stoicall roughneſlc of their be- 
haviour. For had He done otherwiſe ; as by publique reproof, 
or authorized Severity, admoniſh:d them to look to their Prin- 
ciples : and not to tranſgreſſe choſe bounds which a Swperiony 

ommand had preſcribed them ; His honour had runne himſelfe 
upon the ſame Rock. For thoſe Univerſity V;crants were no 
ſuch Moderate Meo, nor Mecke Spirits, as to admit of reproof, 
They knew well their own ſtrength : whom to appealto; and 
fram whom to receive ſpeedy redreſle ; upon the very leaſt com- 
plaint exhibited : or affront pretended. 

Yet all this cannot cleare Him (you will ſay ; ) It had been 
the Dury of an honeſt and integrious Chaxc: Howr, in diſcharge of

Yet, will Some alledge, his He- 
nowr was highly conſcious of one Eroxr ; which, no doubr, He 
might ſeaſonably have diverted ; by interpoſing himſeffe by way 
of authoriy, for the indempnity of ſuch- Scho/ters; whoſe knowne 
abilities, ſweet and Docile natures merited not onely approve- 
ment, but advancement in the opinion of Honour : and whoſe 
riſrag hopes might have preſented them Singular Ornaments to ſo 
abſolute a Methey.

Thus yon ſce how groundleſſe aſperſions have beene throwne 
upon his Howowr without Cauſe ; being defirous with his moſt 
fiudious endeavours to purſue, what His Commermanded Power 
could not ctteR. 

Shall we now peruſe Him as He was Cowrtier, or imployed in 
affaires of State? It was ſometimes obſerv'd by a Wiſe and ex- 
perienc'd Hiſtorian ; that there were three 04jef,, of all Others, 
moſt fatally dangerous to a qualified Courtier. Ambition ; Ava-

Ambitious He was never ; for his deſires were ever impaled 
within the freedome of their owne juſt limits. His higheſt Am 
bition was how to preferre the juſt Suite of an injuried Petiti- 
oner, and to expedite it without Charge to the Preferrer. To be 
eminent in the eye of a Prince ; and make uſe of his royall favour 
in ſo pious an Otfice is a glorious Ambition. Beſides, he was ne- 
ver obſerv'd ro carry a Supercilious Look : nor reteine 2 Diffi- 
culty of accefſe, Bearing a cheerful! pleaſant aſpe& to all Com. 
mers and Sniters, without an imperious Diſ-reliſhing frowne ; 
which was ſuch a Stranger to his Countenance ; as there was 
nothing He held at more diſtance. 
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For Fverice; there is none that truly knows Him, but will 

witneſle for Him, that it was never in requeſt with Him ; nor 

admitted to take acquaintance of Him. 

He was Never Merce in the ampleſt favours He ſhew'd to 
any. So.us, there have been cver many both Zaſticiaries 
and Conrtiers who might be aptly reſembled to the Celidonie 
Stave, that loſeth, it's virtue and vigour, when it ceaſeth to be 
touch't with Geld; His Honor was not of that humour. Wealth 
was, ons. of his loweſt and contemtibleſt ObjeRs. His Revenues, 
indned, were greas ;- which might, have ſtored his coffers with an 

cc. of treaſuce-;- but bis deſires were: never confined to 
thoſe ends. His bounty every where returned Him this teſtimony. 

For Receda soeployment ; it was a thing, which of all 
ather , Hs moſthated, He was, you will ſay, a ſan of pleaſure. 
Wc was, indeed, much addifted to, Exerciſe and Recreation ; 
wherein He - would uſually be very Sociably merry. Some light 
perfunRory Paſſion mighr,perchance, ſometimes overtake Him 
but ic was-quickly, overcome by Him, In all theſe Recreatipns 
and, Delights, a pleaſing familiarity, accompanied Him ; which in 
all Places. procured, him loue : Being nothing like Some of our 
Swrly Lords ; who hold familiarity in ſack contempt ; as they 
become contemPptible to-their familiars. 

Some infirmities, I muſt confeſle, He has ; as every One has 
Some : and He the beſt who is Subjet to the leaſt. And of Theſe 
He repents Him, Neither is He at any time incenſed at Such as 
friendly admoniſh. Him of them : but, with all: afability thank 
them. Habits,indeed,in Vice,are ſooner gor then forgone. Buthig 
deſire to-be reclaim'd from them, argues his hate to-them : with 
his. reſolution wholy to decline them, 

His: ſmall acquaintance and familiarity with Zaoks , ſhould 
not muſter Such [nvetives againſt his Perſon.; though Learning 
be the exquiſiteſt beauty , that can imbellifh, Hanan ; yet ut 
direRts not alwaics a {xe to that Centre. There be more Havens 
to arrive at then Corynth, To be a Protefior of Learning, though 
no Prefeſſer, is praiſc-worthy in Honour. 

Now, to conclude this Apology.; whereas, much mighe be here 
ObjcRed againſt Him touching his (ompliance with theſe times ; 
what thatGreat Favourite ſpake ſomes to.ingenious Pibrack,; 
may 
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may be return'd in his behalfe : Honomrs and Revenues be ftrong 
prullies to frailty. 


But I am confident, his Honexr retcines in Him th of 
Loyalty : and will be ready to manifeſt them to the world with 
all reality. 


You then, who uſually walk in Shades of #orm-Woed, ceaſe 
from dipping your Pens in the leaſt tinfture of Gal, that may 
any way tend to the impeachment of Honowr.
